NEARING END

NEW DELET — The battle for 
Bangla Desh is approaching the end, 
with Indian troops converging from 
all sides on Dacca, the capital of 
East Pakistan where the battered, 
dispirited units of the Pakistan 
Army are withdrawing hurriedly for 

their last stand. 

Political observers here think these 
men have received orders from the 
miltary bigh command in distant 
Islamabad to resist. until the U.N. 
can impose 8 cease-fire, and govern- 
ment spokesmen here are cautious 
in thelr estimates of bow soon this 
centre of resistance can be captured. 

But military commentators here 
think Dacca may not hold out long 
to the encircling Indians, who are 
rapidly crossing the many Tivers 
and streams which lie in their path 
or are travelling down them 
boats. 


These commentators feel the 
Indian ‘Army will use helicopters to 
Jand in the doomed city as it did 
when it captured Sythet, the 
strongest Pakistani point in the 
northern region of ‘Bangla Desh, 
two days ago, Representatives of 
Bangla ‘Desh here say they hope to 
move to Dacca early next week and

The government has ordered 
the closing of all schools, in- 
cluding univefsitles, in the coun- 
try.

Pakistan was trying to close the 
road from India to Srinagar, one of 
the two known roads able to support 
three-ton military trucks.

WON NOBEL PEACE PRIZE AND PRAISE OF BOTH SIDES | a 


UNITED NATIONS, — Dr. Ralph 
Bunche, U.N. Undersecretary-Gen- 
erai for Special General Affairs, 
died yesterday in a New York hos- 
pital, a U.N. spokesman announced. 

Dr. Bunche, who was 67, had been 
ill for many months, He was totaily 


ἢ bling and suffering from heart, kid- 


mney and diabetic troubles, 

To protect his pension rights, he 
was placed on retired status in 
June, though Secretary-General U 
Thant expressed hope he might still 
be able to return to active duty. 

Ralph Johnson Bunche, grandson 
of Negro slaves, was the first Black 
American ta take over e desk in 
the State Department and for 25 
years remained a major figure on 
the international scene. He was a 
Prominent leader of the civil rights 
movement in the U.S. and a par- 
ticipant In “freedom marches.” 

Bor his mediation of the Middle 
East conflict in 1949, Dr. Bunche 
won the Nobel Peace Prize. 

As an Und General ihe 
was the foremost authority in the 
U.N. on Middle East problems, and 
a key adviser to Secretaries-General 
Trygve Lie, Dag Hammarskjocld 
and U Thant on ail aspects of U.N. 


peacekeeping, including the massive 
Congo operation which brought the 
U.N. to the brink of bankruptcy, 

‘Despite falling sight and other 
problems in the Jast couple of years, 
Dr. Bunche was persuaded to re- 
main in the Secretariat past the 
normal retirement age. Lord Cara- 
don, who for years wag Britain's 
chief U.N. delegate, described him 
as the man he most admired. 

Dr, Bunche wag born in Detroit, 
on August 7, 1904. He won a acholar- 
ship to the University of California 
at Los Angeles, graduated in 1927 
and obtained his master of arts 
degree and hts doctorate from Har- 
vard. After having travelled in 
Africa on a research fellowship, he 
did post-doctorate work in colonial 
policy and anthropology at North- 
western University, the London 
School of Economies and the Uni- 
versity of Cape Town, 

Between 1938 and 1940, he col- 
nor inyonst with Swedish writer Gun- 
nar on a study of the Negro 
in America which resulted In the 
book “An American Dilemma.” 
Bunche was light-skinned enough to 
pass as white but he had known 
Tacial slights. Several years ago his 


son applied for membership in the 
famed tennis club at Forest Hilis, 
where the family lived, and was re- 
jected. 

Bunche's hand in settling the 1948 
Arab-Israel war came at a crucial 
time in the history of the then- 
fledging U.N. He took over as act- 
ing médiater of the dispute after 
assassins gunned down the U.N. 
mediator, Swedish Count Polke Ber- 
nadotte, in Jerusalem, amd aleo killed 
the man at his side, wrongly es- 
sumed to have been Dr. Bunche, 

Refusing the protection of an 
armed guard, Dr. Bunche gathered 
all parties on the island. of Rhodes 
and wrote the setttement that final- 
ly ended the fighting. 

Col, Mohamed Ibrahim Seif e-Din 
of Egypt later hafled him as “one 

of the world’s greatest men,” and 
Israeli diplomat Walter Eytan egiled 
his efforts “superhuman.”

At 
the age of 15 he picked up a 
guitar. Today he plays both in- 
struments professionally. In Israel 
Jes appears in a few night 
clubs and has played with some 
of the better groups in the coun- 
try. 


“Jamming.” he said, “is some- 
thing 1, like most of the musi- 
cians here in Israel, practice a 
lot — at times to the exclusion 
of organized sessions — that, of 
course, is a pity.” When Jes 
says “jamming” he means impro- 
vising freely, with whoever hap- 
pens to be around at the moment. 

After a few minutes of thought, 
Jes laid down his pipe, empty 
and unlit. ‘Sweet tima...,” his 
voice sang out accothpanied by 
the piano. It was one of his own 
songs — music und Ivrics. As 
the music glided on, I forgot all 
about the fact that Jes was also 
the instructor of 2 group of stu- 
dents. These facts seemed far 
away from me, and ap 
be even further away 


Two grades 

He had previously spoken of 
this course. The 80 students are 
divided into advanced and lower 
grades. The students accepted are 
not necessarily those studying 
music, they are people with musi- 
cal interest and a fair amount of 
talent. Jes added that he would 
accept any suitable applicants 
who contacted the cultural centre 
of the University, even if they 
were not students. Jes’s idea of 
the workshop is a gathering-place 
for people with a common inte- 
rest in music. The “workers” in 
this workshop will inspire and 
stimulate one another. He is only 
an instructor, a supervisor. Ac- 
cording to his way of thought, 
the main goal is music and plea- 
sure. He doesn't want the work- 
shop to be a professional promot- 
ing bureau — just a friendly 
meeting place.

The 
exit from this period of “second 
thoughts” brought him to the 
world of jazz. 


About a month ago he went 
back to the United States. When 
he had left for Israel a year be- 
fore Woodstock was growing at 
an incredible pace. ‘Today,” he 
said, ‘‘Woodstocks’ music scene is 
really groovy.” There are new re- 
cording studios and many of the 
artists come to Woodstock from 
California — the former centre 
of the American modern musical 
world. Sucking the new full, still 
unlit pipe, Jes spoke briefly of 
hi3 albums that have been re- 
leased, but they didn’t seem to 
be of prime importance to him. 
He got up to play another of his 
songs. ‘The fyries of this one 
were written by a room-mate of 
mine,” he said. “They are about 
homesick boys," he added.

Komiakov and Vasiliev — Soviet plot to steal a Mixage. 


Three months before the Mirage sale to Libya the Soviet secret 
service had almost succeeded in paralleling the feat of their 
Israeli rivals in spiriting a MiG out of Iraq. Moscow entrusted 
the task to Alexander Komiakov, a KGB colonel. Komiakov had 
already been expelled from Turkey for trying to foment a mutiny 
of young army officers. In a new guise, as first secretary at the 
Soviet Embassy in Beirut, he approached Lieutenant Mahmud 
Matar, a young Lebanese air force officer and offered him 
$200,000 to fly a Mirage to Baku in the Soviet Union. The Soviet 
plan was to study the plane before handing it over to the 
Egyptians. But the Russian agent picked the wrong man for the 
job. Matar was the head of a team of trusted pilots who had 
been instructed to keep a day and night watch on the Mirages. 
He tipped off the Air Force general staff about Komiakov's pro- 
posals. He was told to pretend to accept and to keep them fully 
informed of all his rendez-vous with the Russian. 

On 30 September, 1969, Lebanese agents smashed down the 
door of Komiakov's apartment in the centre of Beirut. Inside they 
found Komiakov, Viadimir Vassiliev, a Soviet commercial 
attaché, and Matar. On the table before them was a cheque for 
$200,000 drawn on Moscow's Narodny Bank. The Russians 
reached for their revolvers. But the Lebanese were faster on the 
‘draw. Komiakov was wounded in the stomach, After Lebaneso 
‘Surgeons operated to rémiove five bullets, the Soviet agent tried, 


hospital ward. 
Lebanese President warned. 


Nasser and Soviet’Premier Alexei Kosygin warned the 
Lebanese President Charles Helou that there would be trouble 
for his small, defenceless country if the abortive plot were pub- 
licised. Lying on a. stretcher Komiakov was flown home with 
Vassiliev to Moscow. The Lebanese lost their nerve. They were 
. convinced that by hook or by crook the Russians, their Arab 
neighbours or the Palestinian coramandos based on their terri- 
tory would eventually grab one of their precious Mirages. Their 
Air Force was also encountering difficulties operating such sophis- 
ticated aircraft. They confided their anxiety to Dassault and the 
French government. France, which had supplied the Mirages on 
exceptionally generous terms—-34 per cent interest with eight 
years to pay—agreed to,take them back in exchange for AMX 
tanks. 


- France had in fact offered a poisoned gift to Lebanon which 
was determined to remain neutral in the Arab conflict with 
Israel. Before receiving the Mirage the Lebanese could argue 
that they were obliged to abstain from fighting Israel for lack of 
modern weapons. But, once they had acquired the Mirage, the 
Lebanese would sooner or later have to face up to their duty 
of siding with their Arab brethren. And this was something 
Lebanon was anxious to avoid at all costs. The theft of a Mirage 
from their territory by the Russians or Egyptians involved the 
military risk of an attack by Israel and the commercial risk of 
incurring the displeasure of their French friends. By providing 
them with a pretext for getting rid of their Mirages Komiakov 


- removed a thorn from their foot. 


Security arrangements 

The French government was also worried about security 
arrangements for Mirages or, more precisely, for the 50 Israeli 
Mirage 5s which were detained under the embargo. At the re- 
quest of the Israeli Air Force, about 20’ pilots were allowed to 
make regular familiarisation flights aboard the impounded air- 
craft from former NATO airfields near Pau, Nancf and Aix-en- 
Provence. Training seemed to be progressing well when the 
Israelis asked if they could continue their flights in Corsica. 
They pointed out that during the winter months their pilots could 
operate under more favourable weather conditions in the Medit- 
‘erranean: than ‘on the French mainland. The French Defence 
Ministry approved this request. Then the Israelis asked for the 
‘Mirages to be equipped with extra fuel tanks which are usually 
installed only for long-range missions, The French became sus- 
picious. With extra fuel the Mirages would be able to fly from 
Corsica to Isracl. The move to the Mediterranean was cancelled 
at 24 hours notice on Christmas Eve and orders were given by 
Debré for the Israeli Mirages to be put in cold storage. 


The Mirage 5s were flown to Base Number 279, the French 
Air Force’s main storage depot at Chateaudun, The canopies 
and instrument packages were removed and the airframes were 
placed under tarpaulins in hangars. Armed guards and police 
dogs were detailed for constant surveillance of the Israeli aircraft. 
The dismantling of the Mirages confirmed that the embargo was 
a long-term reality. The new measure also made nonsense of 
assurances by French officials to the Israelis that the Mirages 
would be available if Israel's survival depended on them: three 
weeks at least would be required to reassemble the plunes and 
make them fit to fly ugain. 


Pompidou visit to U.S. 
Pompidou was unlucky ‘in arriving in the United States on 24 


- February, a day on which the headlines were stolen from him by 


the explosion of a Palestinian bomb which killed 47 people aboard 
“a Swissair airliner and the machine-guming of a busload of 
American tourists by Arab terrorists on the West Bank of the 
Jordan, The mood for his visit was set a few hours before he reached 
Washington by demonstrators who marched around Lafayette 
Square ourside the White House chanting “Dreyfus 1854—Mirages 


that de Gaulle’s successor, Georges Pompidou, even 
deepened the effect of the sanctions against Israel by en- 
couraging the sale of Mirages to the extremist Arab mili- 
tary junta that took over in Libya after a coup in Sep- 
tember, 1969. Pompidou hoped to take the place of the 
U.S. and Britain, who were being turned out of their 
military bases in Libya by the new regime. 


for Libya 1970". Half of the members of the House of Repre~ 
sentatives boycored an address by the French President to a joint 
session of Congress. Page boys were allowed to fill the empty seats 
in order to provide a semblance of an audience for the dis- 
tinguished visitor. 


Demonstrations in Chicago 


. In Chicago 10,000 demonstrators, mainly Jews, picketed the 
Palmer House Hotel where the presidential party was staying. 
Some waved placards proclaiming “We'll trade the New York 
Jets for the Israeli Jets” and “Planes for Libya mean -planes for 
Egypt". A small group burst into the hotel lobby where they 
shouted at Madame Pompidou: “Shalom. Shame on you.” The 
President's wife did not know that “Shalom” is a Hebrew greet- 
ing which means “Peace”. To her ear it sounded like “salope”, 
the French for “slut™ pronounced in the accents of her husband's 
native Auvergne. Pompidou said afterwards: “The demonstra- 
tions put a stain on the forehead of America.” Chicago's Mayor 
Richard J. Daley retorted: “Compliments are due to those who 
turned out τὸ demonstrate for the orderly manner in which they 
exercised their rights as American citizens.” Pompidou, appre- 
hending more hostile outbursts against his Middle East policy, 
threatened to cancel a visit to New York where Mayor John 
Lindsay was already refusing him an official ticker-tape wel- 
come. But President Nixon appeased his guest with a good will 
gesture by making an unscheduled flight to New York to join 
him at a Waldorf Astoria banquet. But outside the French Con- 
sulate in Manhatten youngsters waved posters which asked: “Is 
France's word a Mirage?” 


Veteran retmmns award 


In New York Pompidou received a small black casket con- 
taining one of France’s most coveted military awards, the 
Croix de Guerre. The sender was Alfred Reich, a 46-year-old 
Second World War veteran of Hammond, Indiana. Reich, a Jew, 
won the medal in Germany for helping to recover French battle 
flags which had been captured during the Franco-Prussian War. 
Returning the decoration in protest against the sale of Mirages 
to Libya, Reich wrote: “Mine is a small voice. But to be at peace 
with my conscience I must do this.” Increasingly galled by 


_ American criticism of his application of the French arms em- 
‘bargo, Pompidou bluntly told a farewell press conference that the 


Mirage ban against Israel “will last as long as the war does”. To a 
journalist.who reminded bim that Israel had paid for: its Mizages, 
he replied testily: “If you see them, tell them they can have their 
money back—tomorrow.” Defending the transaction with Libya 
he said: “We did not set out to sell planes. We set out to fill a 
void, since Libya did not have any planes. If we did not sell 
them to her, someone else would have done so.” 

The Mirage ruined Pompidou's hopes of making a 
impact on American public opinion. When he Ieft, the United 
Statés was even more hostile to his embargo policy than before 
he came.” 

The temptation, was strong for Pompidou's entourage to ex- 
ploit this new mood of impatience with the Israelis. It was simple 
enough for Gaullists to identify the embargo’s critics in France 
with an alien fifth column. Pompidou expressed alarm at this 
tendency among his closest supporters. He told René Cassin, a 
French Jewish leader and Nobel! Peace Prize laureate: “At na 
price ‘must France witness the rebirth of the conditions which 
could produce a new Dreyfus Affair. As Jong as Y am here ¥ 
will not tolerate any wave of anti-semitism. But what about other 
people?” Just before Pompidou's visit to the United States, the 
Gaullist Party's official daily La Nation gave a sample of the 
danger which Pompidow had in mind: “The State of Israel dis- 
poses of unconditional allies ready to bring pressure to bear on 
the governments of their countries wherever big Jewish com- 
munities exist." Ominously the Gaullist organ proclaimed: 
“Some day those people will have to make up their minds once 
and for all whether they are going to live in France as French- 
men or as foreigners.” Foreign Minister Maurice Schumann, 
who like Debré is a Jewish convert to Catholicism, warned: “It 
is not possible to allow a fraction of national opinion to pay 
unconditional allegiance to another nation.” 

René Massigli, the former head of the French Foreign Ministry 
who conducted a lengthy stonewalling operation against the 
delivery of Dassault’s Mystére fighters to Israel during the 1950s, 
retumed to the fray at the ripe old age of 82. In an article in 
Le Monde he wrote: “The tradition of our republic does not 
recognise double allegiance. Let it not be said that the duties 
of a French citizen are binding only in so far as French policy 
espouses the views of Tel Aviv.” 


Chief Rabbi replies 


Rebutting Massigli’s charges Chief Rabbi Jacob Kaplan re- 
plied: “In his view citizens should be obliged to adopt the 
government's decisions whatever they may be and to refrain 
from protesting against them. Such a viewpoint is worthy of 
Hitlerite Germany. Stalinist Russia and Nasserite Egypt. Thank 
God, ‘it is not that of France.” The Chief Rabbi added: “If 
French Jews disapprove of the present attitude of ovr govern- 
ment towards Israel, it is not because Israel is always right in 
their eyes @ priori. but because they consider Israel is the object 
of unjust and discriminatory measures which endanger its 
security and even its survival.” 

For the first time since the Algerian War France was divided 
by a Vital issue involving its Mediterranean ambitions. At stake 
was the future not of a colony but of a warplane, which France 
itself had never employed in battle, and its use as an instrument 
of French influence and power in the Middle East. Once again, 
as during the Algerian conflict, the government’s critics were 
being denounced as traitors and lackeys of an alien regime. Once 
again they were treated as outcasts from French society. 

The fact that many of these censors were Jews made them ἃ 
choice target. Synagogues were daubed with slogans calling for 
the reopening of the Nazi concentration camps and gas chambers. 
In Amiens and Orléans a fantastic tale was spread that women 
who crossed the thresholds of Jewish shops went in peril of their 
lives. 

Such an incredible fable could only have been nurtured in a 
seedbed of deeply-rogted suspicion and distrust. Both these des- 
tructive elements were generated by the passionate debate which 
split France over its commerce ‘in the West's most successful 
military aircraft since the Second World War.

Life sentence 
for terrorist, 19

GAZA. — A 19-year-old terrorist, 
Ahmed Hussein Abu Ajwa, from 
the Nuseirat refugee camp, was yes- 
terday sentenced to Ufe at hard 
labour by the military court here. 
Abu Ajwa, who was a member of 
the Popular Front for the Liberation 
of Palestine, claimed that he had 
been forcibly recruited in 1969 and 
that he had been paid 10 dinars a 
month while with the organization. 

On the morning of ‘September 16, 
1969, he threw a handgrenade into 
8 crowd in Omar el-Mukhtar Street 
in Gaza, mear the Municipality 
“pullding. Mrs. Aliya Isergan of Ash- 
kélon, 40-year-old mother of 12, 
was killed on the spot, and Mrs. 
Aisha Fatima, 40, also of Ashkelon, 
died of her injuries a month later. A 
15-year-old local boy was also killed 
by the 

The son of one of the victims, 
Gabriel Isergan, 15, and 14 local 
residents were injured. Abu Ajwa 
was 17 at the time of the incident. 

Previous to this attack, Abu Ajwa 
threw a grenade at an Israeli 
civilian vehicle on July 16, and, on 
the 25th of thet month, he threw 
another at an army vehicle 
in the Burej refugee camp, Nobody 
was injured in these two incidents, 
and no Gamage was caused. 

After the killings in September, 
1969, Abu Ajwa escaped to the 
West Bank, where he took a job.
